ends,haue both by Letters from thence, and by rumours 
here at home,fouzhtvniuftly to ftaine and blemilh that 
Countrey, as being barren aad vnproficable; Wee haue 
thought it neceflary for che full fatisfa@tion of all,to make 
it publikely known,that by diligent examination we haue 
affuredly found,thofe Letters and Rumours to haue been 
falfe and milicious ; procured by prattife,and fuborned 
to euill purpofes : andcontrarily difaduowed by the te- 
ftimony vpoa Oarh ofthe chiefe Inhabitants of all the © 
Colony ; by waom wearealcertained, that the Countrey 
is rich, {pactous and well watered ; temperate as for the 
Climate; very healchfull atrer men area little accuftomed 
to ic; abounding with all Gods naturall bleffings: The 
Land replenithed with the goodiieft Woods in the world, 
and thofe ful! of Deere, and other Beafts for fuftenance: 
The Seasand Riners (whereof many are exceeding faire 
and nauigable, ) full of excellent Fifh, and ofall forts de- 
fireable; both Water and Land ycelding Fowle in very 
preat ftoreand variety: In Summe, a Countrey, too 
good for ill people sand wee hope referued by the pro- 
uidence of God, for fuch as {hall apply themfelues faich- 
fully to his feruice, and be a ftrengch and honour to our 
Kingand Nation. ‘But touching taofe Commodities for 
which that Countrey is proper, and which have beene 
lately fet vp for the Aduenturors benefit: we reférre you 
to atrue note of them, lately deliuered ina great and ge- 
nerall Gourt,and hereunto annexed for your better in- 
formation. By whichand other approved informations 
brought vnco vs, We reft in grearaflurance, thar this 
Countrey,as it is feated neere the midft of the world, be- 
tweene the extreamities of heare and cold ; So it aifo par- 

| ticipateth

ticipateth of the benefits of bothe, and is capable ( being 
—aftted with skilland indufiry) of the riche commodi- 
tics of moft parts of the earth. The rich Furies,Cauiary, 
and Cordage, which wedraw trem Kufzawith fo great 
difficulty,are to be had in Yérginia., and.the parts adioy- 
ning, with cafe and plenty. TheMafts, Piancks, and 
Boords, the Pitch and Tarre, the Pot-afhes and Sope- 
afhes,the Hempe and Flaxe,(being the materials of Lin- 
nen,) which now we fetch from Norway, Denmarke, Po- 
land,and Germany, are thereto behad in. abundance and 
great perfection. The Jron,which hath fo walted our En- 
gfe Woods, thatit felfe in fhort time muft decay toge- 
ther with them,is to be had in Pérginia, (where waiting of 
Woedsis a benefit)for all good conditions an{werableto 
the beft in the world. The. Wines, Fruite; and Salt of 
Franceand Spaine 5 The fikes of Perfia and Jtaly, will be 
found.alfo in Werginia,and in no kinde of worth inferiour. 
Weomit here a muiturude of other naturall Commodi- 
ties,difperfed vp and down the diuers parts of the worlds 
of \WWoods, Rootes, and Berries, for excellent Dyes: of 
Plants and other Drvgges, for Phyficall feruice : of {wect 
Woods,Oyles,and Gummes,for pleafure and other vfe : 
of Cotten- wooll,and Suger Ganes: all which may there 
alfo be had:in abundance, with an infinity of other more: 
And will conelude.with:.thefe three , Corne, Cattle and 
Fifth, which arethe fubftance of the foode of man. The 
Graines of our Countrey doe prosper there very weil: Of 
Wheate they baue great plenty: Bur their a@aze, being 
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the naturali Graine of that Countrey, dceth farrecxceede 
- in-pleafantnefle,ftrength,and fertility. The Cattle which . 
we haue tranfported thither, (being now grownencere to - 


fiue hundred) become much bigger. of Body, then the 
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breedfrom. which they came: The Horfes allo more 
beaucifirlland fuller ofcourage. And{uch is the extraor- 
dinary fertilicy of thar Soyle, thatthe Does of their Deere 
yeeld two Fawnesaca birth, and fometimes three.. The 
Filhings at Cape Codd,being within thofe Limits , willin 
plenty of Fith be equallto thofe of New-found-Land, and 
in goodaefle and greatneffe much fuperiour. Docon- 
clude,ic is a Countrey , which nothing but igaorance can 
thinke ill of,and which no man but of a corrupt minde 
and ill purpofe can defame. | | 
Now touching the prefent eftate of our Colony inthat 
Country, Wehaue thought it not vn fit thus much briefly 
to declare. There hauebia fent thither this laft yeere;and 
are now prefently ia going , twelue hundred perfonsand 
vpward , as particularly appeareth in the note aboue {pe- 
cified: and there are neere one thouland moreremaining 
of thofe that were gone before. The men lately feat, haue 
bin moft of them choife men, borne & bred vp to labour 
and induftry. Outof Dessa/bire,about an hundred men, 
brought vp to Husbandry. Out of Warwick/hire and 
Staffordfbireabout one hundred and ten; and out of Sa/- 
fex,about forty , a!l framed to Zroa-workes : the reft dif- 
perfedly out of diuers Shires ofthe Realme. There haue 
beenealfo fundry perfons of good quality , much com- 
raended for (ufficiency,induftry and honefty , provided 
and fenc to take charge and gouernment of thofe people. 
The care likewife chat hath beene taken by directions, In- 
ftructions, Charters,and Commiftions to reduce the peo- 
pleand affaires in Virginia into a regular courle, hath bin 
fuch and (0 great,that the Colony beginneth now to haue 
the face and falhion of an orderly State, and fuch asis_ 
likely to growand profper. The people are all divided 
i | into 
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into federall Burroughs ; each man having the fhares’of 
Land due to him fet out, to holdand enioy to him and 
his Heires. The publike Lands for the Company here, 
for the Governour there, for the College, and for each 
particular Burrough, for the Minitters alfo,and for divers 


other neceffary Officers, are likewile laid our by order, 


and bounded. The particular Plantations for daters pti- 
uate Societies,are fetled in their Seates, being allotted to 
their content,and each i conuenient diftance. The rigour 
of Martiall Law, wherewith before they were gouerned, 
is reduced within the limits prefcribed by his Maiettie: 
and the laudable forme of Iuttice and gouernment vied 
in this Realme,eftablithed, and tollowedas necre as may 
be. The Gouernour is fo reftrained to a Counteil ioyned 
with him, that hee can doe wrong tano man, who may 
not haue {peedy remedy.Each Burrovgh, and each parti. 
cular Plantation,partly hath, partly is bound to haue in 
fhort time a fuflizient Minifter: for whom maintenance 
is ordained, to each of two hundred poundsa yeere value, 


Which order!yproceeding there, by direction from hence, 


hath cavfed the Colony now at length to fertle them- 
felues.in a firme refolution to perpetuate the Plantation, 
Taey fail to bui'ding of Houfes, each for bis owne pri- 
uate; and the Generality to the rearing of publique 
Guelt-houfes,for-entertaining of new men vpon their hirk 
arrival They fallto fet vp their Ploughes; to the Plan« 
ting of Hineyards to the purfuing of the Staple Commo- 
dities furnithed and commended from hence. In fumme, 
they are now fo full of alacritie and cheerefulneffe,chagia 
alate generall Affemb'y, they hane in the name of the 
Colony prefented their greateR poflible thankes to the 
Company, for the care that hath beenetaken for the fete 
B ling 


lingofthe Plantation. Neither isit to be omitted, the 
care which hath beene had here lately at home,for the re- 
ducing of all the proceedings and affaires of the Compa- 
ny,to an orderly courfe of good gouernment and Iuftice, | 
Wherein to begin with the fountaine thercof, his Maiee 7 
flies anthoritieand pleafure, there hath beenea collection ; 
made of all the branches of the fame, difperfed in his Zet- 
ters Patests,uow three times renewed : as alfo out of o- 
ther Infiruétions proceeding trom his Maieftie. Out of 
both which,together with {uch other Orders. as ¢ autho- 
rized-by his Maiellie) the Company themfelues haue 
thought neceffary to make, hath beene compiled a booke 
— of anding Orders and Conttitutions , approued by the 
general] confent of allthe Company : whereby beth the 
company here,and the Colony in Firgéwia, haue their bu- 
I} fineffe carried regularly, indultrioufly, and inftly , every: 
| _- man knowing both his rightand duty, to their generall 
j great content,and the great aduancement of the Action. 
And whereas the Colony likewife haue beene often Su- 
tors in effeét,to reduceintoa compendious and orderly 
forme in writing,the Lawes of Exgland proper for the vie 
of thac Plantation with addition ot {uch other,as the na- 
ture of the place,the nouicle of the Colony,and other ime 
portant circumftances fhould neceflarily require:a courfe 
is likewife taken for the effecting of this worke; yet foas 
to fubmic it firft to his Maiefties view and approbation 3: 
it being not fit that bis Maiefties Subiects fhou!d be go- 
uerned by any other Lawes, then fuch.as receiue the if- 
Auence of their life from him. 
And now to cometo that which concerneththe Aduen-. 
turors.in.particular, by: whofe charges, care, and labour, 
Anexe vito fas Maiefties efpeciall grace)this famous Pian- 
: if tation 


tation hath not onely beene vndertaken , but through fo. 
many difficulties vpheld and continued: we thouid be 
very greatly iniurious to them, if we fhould not acquaint 
them with this {cafonable time,tor che reaping of cnat be- 
nefic and reward whichis due vntothem. We therefore 
Jet them know, that in this lait yeare now ended,there 
hane beene granted by the Company vnder their legall 
Seale,eleucn fewerall Patents for particular Plantations; 


and more are in hand to be pafled this nexc Quarter 


Court. [tis not vnprobable that vpon each of thefe Pa- 
tents,diuers hundreds of perfons will foone Plant in yir- 
ginia: there haue beene already tran {ported vpon thefirly 
abouethree hundred men. Thefeard other like Plancers, 
hauing priority of time, will haue priority alfo in choile of 
the Seat of their Plantations, Seeing therefore the oncly 
matter of retributiouto the Aduenturors,is by a faire proe 
portion of Land to them and their heires; namely of one 
hundred acres foreuery {hare of twelue pounds & ten hhil- 
lings,vpona firft diuifion;& asmuch more vpon afecond, 
thefirft being peopled ; with fiftie acres for cuery pesfon, 
(to be doubled inlike manner) which at their own charges 
they (hal tranfport to inhabit in Pirgima before the 2.4.

foriginally deriued fromthe Kings moft excellent

worke)as whereby the people there, diuided in foyle 
onely but fill participating in the religious and hap- 
py government ofthisthetr natiue Countrey, may 
continue alwayes as one and the fame people with 
vs, according to the moft Princely direction of hia 
Maieltie: We haue thoughtit very neceffaric for the 
feconding and forwarding of thofe fo noble De- 
fignes,not onely to publifh them to the Adwenturors - 
in gencrall, thereby toinuite them to concurre with. 
vsin the fame,but alfo co fet downe fuch particulari- 
ties requifite,as whereby the preparations of all. forts . 
needtuil,may vpon this timely warning , both better. 
and more feufonably be madeand compafled..
